Embassy, recently visited him to inquire whether he would return to active Life. 


If this puppet would accept the U.S. Government's offer, the Reagan administration 
would do everything in ite power for President Mobutu to allow hia to return to 
Zaire, disregarding any reaction on the part of the Angolan Government. 


It is obvious that the Reagan administration's scenario and ite old friendship 
with racists and puppets will only contribute toward the Angolan people streng.h- 
ening their preparations to face the combat which is insistently imposed on then.

oppose any attempt to help the National Union for the Independence of Angola 
(UNTTA) of any other opposition group fighting against the |uanda authorities. 


The Portuguese warning comes at 4 time when the Reagan administration has been 
preseuring--so far unsuccesefully--the Congress to abrogate the Clark amendment 
vetoeing any help to UNITA. Moreover, the Angolan Embassy in France deplored in 
4 communique the showing of 4 reportage on UNITA by French television. The 
embassy affirm that thie reportage “induces the French people into error” when 
it states that the Angolan movement controle 7 owt of the 18 provinces of Angola. 
The embassy deplores aleo “the increased publicity” that preceded the showing of 
thie reportage. 


According to a Reuter cable, Western experte estimate that UNITA only possesses 
half of the forces mentioned in the French reportage, of 11,000 guerrillas, and 
does not have suffictent weapons, despite the support received from South Africae, 
to achtewe a victory over the government troope.

FURTHER ON MILITARY TRIAL IN MALABO

[Text] Malabo, 2 Jul (AFP)--On 13 June in Malabo, a military tribunal of Equatorial 
Guinea passed 4 death sentence and several other prison terme to the conepiratore 
of last April, who were accused of having attempted to overthrow Col. Theodoro 
me Nguema's regime, informed sources in the Equatorial Guinean capital announced 


A soldier, who was convicted of serving a8 intermediary for the distribution of 
funde aimed at bribing members of the armed forces and several civil servante, 
was condemned to death and executed a few daye after the court ruling. 


Seven noncommissioned officers, four civil servants including 4 woman, were 
sentenced to 3 years’ imprisonment on charges of corruption and interference 
with national reconstruction. In addition, about 3 officers and the director 
of the country's development bank, Mr Gabriel Andombe, were sentenced to 6 sonthe 
iaprisonmen:. 


Released were 30 other people detained, including Mr Pedro Econg Andeme and Mr 
Angel Masie Ntutumu, who had been respectively minister of health and ainister of 
interior in the government of former dictator Macias Ngvema deposed on 3 August 
1979. 


As for Mr Moises Mba, a rich Equatorial Guinean living in exile in Madid and 
accused of embezzlement and destabilizing the estate, he was sentenced to 20 years 
jail in absentia. 


This strange trial at the end of which, apparentiy, someone has to be made a 
scapegoat, took place in 4 Malabo movie theater from 9 to 13 June under the chair- 
manship of Maj Oyo Riquezes, a member of the Supreme Military Council (CMS) ruling 
thie Spanish-speaking Central African state of 26,000 equare kilometers, partly 
on an island and partiy on the contirent. 


More than 150 people had been arrested between 7 and 15 April. They were suspected 


of trying to overthrow the regiae of Colonel Obiang who had put an end, nearly 2 
years ago, to the bloodiest dictatorship on the African continent.

The plot was officially announced over the television by the head of state on 22 
April in Malabo, President Obiang was thus trying to justify to international 
opinion why he arrested several of hie opponents. 


However, as he was surprised by the resentment sparked off by thie wave of arrests 
and pressed by his close aides to improve the good image of Equatorial Guinea, 
Colonel Obiang later ordered the release of most of the people jailed in April. 


The Equatorial Guinean president also announced the holding of a public trial of 
the plotters who were in prison. The trial was held in the presence of the press 
and some international juriete. 


But if the hearings of the just concluded trial were in fact public, no journalist 
hor internat onal observer was formally invited to attend. 


On their part, the national press organs--radio, television and the Ebano news- 
paper=-have at no time mentioned the hearings nor the verdict of the military 
tribunal. 


Also, the deep root of the plot against Colonel Obiang has never been explained 
officially. tt te only known that Mr Moises Mba, who has been in exile in Europe 
for several years, returned to Equatorial Guinea some gonths ago. He then under- 
took to bribe some Equatorial Guinean officers and civil servants in the hope, it 
appears, of getting their support within the framework of a future confrontation 
between the opposition and the ruling authorities. 


Observers in Malabo, however, express surprise that Mr Mba, whose activities in 
Equatorial Guinea were common knowledge, managed to leave the country with impunity 
shortly before the wave of arrests in April. 


The same observers do not rule out the assumption that this man was only 4 tool 
in a large-scale plan set up by the regime or part of it and aimed at eliminating 
dangerous contendere and candidates to accede to power in Equatorial Guinea and 
at openly reassessing ite authority.

UNIVERSITY TEACHERS LNELICIBLE AS ELECTION CANDIDATES 


Port Louise LE MAURICIEN in French 30 May 61 p 1 


[Text] University personnel in Mauritiue will no longer be allowed to engage in 
politics. In effect, the government decided yesterday in the course of the weekly 
council of ministers meeting that university personnel in Mauritius who want to run 
as candidates in the next general elections will be required to resign from their 
posts, without any guarantee of reemployment if they are not elected. This decision 
struck a truly treacherous blow to the opposition forces, as a number of its candi- 
dates are or will be recruited from the university. 


However, as the law requires, the government will soon have to submit to the 
parliament a draft law giving thie decision legal effect. 


As is known, the terms uncer which university employees are hired at present do not 
stipulate that an employee can or cannot engage in active politics. 


This government decision, which won unanimous approval within the council of 
ministers, will strike hardest at the potential candidates of the MMM and the PSM 
[Socialist Party of Mauritius]. In addition to Dr Swaley Kasenally, an MMM deputy, 
K. Deerpaleingh, Y. Maudarbaccus and K. Ruhee, who will be PSM candidates in the 
text general elections, will thus have to resign their positions before nomination 
day. 


it will be recalled that the board of the University of Mauritius decided in con- 
nection with the 1976 general elections and just prior to nomination day to prohibit 
possible candidates from participating in the elections. However, this decision was 
subsequently contested, and was found illegal. 


Without any doubt, the cabinet decision yesterday will cause an upset within the 
various opposition parties. The autonomy of the university is being challenged, 
because the cabinet is seeking annulment of « university decision to the effect that 
those who resign but are not elected are guaranteed reemployment in their posts. 

On the other hand, while there is talk of "“revalorizing” politics, providing an 
opportunity for the most brilliant individuals in the country to participate 
actively and freely in it, the cabinet decision will tend to have the opposite 
effect, removing from the political scene certain of the most valuable individuals 
who would have been abie to contribute to this “revalorization."

SOUTH AFRICA REMAINS PRINCIPAL TRADE PARTNER 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 25 May 81 p 1 


[Text] South Africa remains our leading commercial partner, and the value of our 
imports from that country, which came to 497 million rupees in 1979, increased to 
634.5 million rupees last year, despite the risks such dependence may involve for the 
country. This information was revealed by the report of the Bureau of Statistics on 
foreign trade for 1980, The report aleo showed that the deficit trade balance for the 
1980 fiscal year came to 1.105 billion rupees, or 44 million rupees more than the 
preceding year. 


Our second most important trade partner in terms of imports is the United Kingdom, 
with a total of 544.5 million rupees, followed by France, with 505.3 million rupees, 
Austrailia, with 272.9 million and India, with 232.9 million. Our total imports 

from the countries in the European Economic Community came to 1 trillion 466 billion 
rupees last year, while our exports to the EEC countries for the same period came 

to about 3 trillion 50 billion. 





With the exception of the United Kingdom, to which country we exported goods worth 
about 2 trillion 263 billion rupees, our trade balance wit! our main partners showed 
a clear deficit. Our exports to France in fact totaled 427.5 million rupees against 
505.3 million for imports; and exports to Australia came to 4.3 million rupees, 
while our imports from that country came to 272.9 million; exports to India totaled 
only 9 million rupees, while our imports totaled 232.9 million. As to South Africa, 
we exported goods worth 25.3 million rupees to that country, leaving a tremendous 
deficit--609.2 million.

Oil products represent the largest item on our import bill, accounting for 649.7 
million rupees, followed by rice, 237.3 million; construction materials (cement 
lime, etc), 202.2 million; flour, 169.8 million; fresh and frozen vegetables, 
million, and frozen meat, 75.5 million rupees. Excluding this last-mentioned item, 
the import vill for all other items showed a substantial increase. 


In the export category, sugar (744,508 metric tons) brought us an income of 2.168 
billion rupees, and textile products 376.675 billion. The export of 154,254 metric 
tons of molasses brought the country 104.32 million rupees. 


Where the free zone is concerned, exports of textile products brought the country 
376.145 million rupees, and underwear accounted for 52.785 million. Gloves and 
other rubber products brought in 18.722 million rupees and children's cloth! rg and 
toys 15.816 million. 
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Tea 


The government of Mauritius will shortly accept an offer of 15 million rupees in 
aid from the South African government to relaunch the tea industry in Mauritius. 
The proposal was formulated by South African authorities during the visit Mr E. 

Francois paid to this country. 


Given the problems currently existing in the tea induetry, thie aid has become a 
necessity, and a favorable consensus has developed among the ministers recently. 
In addition, in order to make Mauritian tea more competitive from the qualitative 
point of view, the Tea Board plans to import a certain quantity of top-quality tea 
from India, which will be mixed with the Mauritian tea destined for export. It is 
hoped that sub.tantial income will be earned thanks to this procedure. 


Mauritian tea is currently classified as “medium quality" on the London market.

AGALEGA CITIZENS ACQUIRE RIGHT TO VOTE 
Port Louie LE MAURICTEN 16 May 81 p 1 


[Text] For the first time in electoral history, the Mauritian voters living in 
Agalega at the time of the general elections will be able to vote by proxy. This 
important decision was made yesterday morning in the course of the weekly meeting 
of the council of ministers. There are currently about 150 potential voters in 


Agalega. 


The government was led to make this decision yesterday by a petition sent to the 
prime minister by Mauritians living in Agalega. In thie connection, the government 
also decided to undertake the registration of the voters living on the island be- 
tween 1 and 15 June, and to propose a series of amendments to the law on “vote by 
proxy” to the legislative assembly soon. 


As is known, under the terms of the law on proxy voting, only government officials 
responsible for the proper operation of voting bureaus and Mauritians employed at our 
diplomatic missions abroad have the right to vote by proxy. 


However, in the course of the cabinet discussions yesterday, the ministers present 
were unable to reach a decision on a priority matter: in what districts will the 
new votes be cast? 


It is of interest to emphasize that according to the constitution of the country, 
only the people of Rodriguez can vote in the general election.

SOC LALIST LEADER DOUBTS SUCCESS OF AGRICULTURAL DIVERSIFICATION 
Port Louie LE MAURICTEN in French 22 May 81 pp i, 4 


[Bxeerpt) Mr Harish Boodhoo, leader of the PEN [Socialist Party of Mauritiue), who was 
the main speaker in the legislative assembly yesterday, does not believe that the 
policy of agricultural diversification currently being pursued by the government, and 
on which it bases the economic relaunching of the country, will be a success. In an 
address lasting three and a half hours, in the course of which he touched on all 
aspects of the Mauritian economy, Mr Boodhoo cited figures from various reports 
(ineluding those on the five-year and two-year plane) and expressed the view that the 
current government “hae neither the necessary determination nor the enthusiasm to 
achieve its goals. The various committees on agriculture and agricultural diversi- 
fication will give the country nothing if 4 sincere will is lacking.” According to 
thie PSM leader, the government is wrong in leaving agricultural diversification in 
the hands of the private sector, which has interests different from those of the 
working masses. 


Mr Boodhoo also denounced: 1) the banking-oriented foreign policy of government; 
2) the income tax “wuddie;" 3) the “failure” of the sinisters of finance, agriculture 
and fishing; and 4) the personnel recruiting policy of the State Commercial Bank. 


The PSM saiso demanded strengthening of the authority of the tax commissioner 

(Mr Boodhoo is personally in favor of imposing 4 tax on the liberal professions). 
Mr Boodhoo said that he is persuaded that one of the @eanse of cusranteeing healthy 
management and preventing the flight of foreign exchange of which Mauritius has 
urgent need is the establishment of a state trading corporation. 


Mr Harish Boodho. began his speech by stressing that his analysie was “down to earth” 
and based on figures. “I am neither an economist nor 4 university professor,” he 
said, “but it is clear that the official figures show that production and efficiency 
have been following 4 declining curve for some years. 


"The reason is the lack of initiative on the part of the government, the absence of 
leadership and the proper working atmosphere for sanpower.™ 


World Food Crisis 


While the Food and Agriculture Organization has iseved 4 warning about an imminent 
world food crisis, worse than the oil crisis, the island of Mauritius is seeing « 
decrease in the production of basic goods and its dependence on imports is increasing, 
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Mr Beodhoo noted, This decline pertains to all the foodetuffe consumed in Maur itiver= 
rice, flour, corn, fruits, spices, meat, fish and others, The island of Mauritiue, 
the leader of the POM noted, “was selfmsufficient in rice” in the 1930s, 


While Chinese experts have demonstrated by their experiments in Albion that Mauritiue 
can produce this product, production has dropped while imports have increased from 
106.1 million rupees in 1977 to 147.4 million rupees in 1979, 


Cern Goal Net Achieved 


Where corn is concerned, the goal of the five-year plan was not achieved, Mr Boodhoo 
said, 


The five-year plan for 1975-80 set the production goal of 7,000 tons of corn f + 
1960, and as of last year only 1,171 tone had been harvested. “le thie the progress 
we hoped for in thie reale’” Mr Boodhee asked, 


The failure of the government is equally resounding in the fishing sector, according 
to the PSM leader, “It is 4 shame for a country surrounded by water to see ite 
imports of fieh increase year after year, while ite economic sone is left in the hands 
of foreign powers.” Mr Boodhoo demanded the dispatch of 4 technical delegation to 


the islands, ae well ae Tromelin, in order to evaluate the national fish and seafood 
resources. 


Concluding hie address with a discussion of farm diversification, the PSM leader urged 
the ministers responsible to become aware of the serious food crisis threatening the 
country a6 4 result of their lethargy and lack of dynamics.

NAMA BUDGET CUT--The cutback from Rl?m to PAm in the Budget for the Namas consti- 
tuted a cut right down to the marrow, not sy to the bone, said Mr. Daniel 
luipert, Member of the Ministers’ Council and the representative for the DTA-affil- 
iated Nama faction in the National Assembly. In epite of getting far less funds

SWA-SA TIES--One of SWA's greatest dilemmas on its way to independence is the as- 
sociation with SA, according to Dr Ben Africa, Deputy President of the DTA. He 
was addressing the National Assembly. “We in SWA really don't have any other op- 
tion but to be associated with and to be assisted by SA. SA is the mandate-holder 
of SWA. But let us assume for the sake of my argument and as is often alleged by 
our enemies, that SA is a colonial power. Then I want to make the following state- 
ment: It is against the trend of the liberation history in Africa that any move- 
ment fights for independence with the approval and help of the colonial power. 
When I say this, I don't advocate acts of hostility against SA,” Dr Africa said. 
"I mention this to point out the dilemma in which the interim government in 
Namibia finds itself. I would immediately hasten to add that because of this, 
we appeal to SA not to make it difficult for us to defeat Swapo. When I men- 
tioned SA in this connection, I include the PM and his Cabinet, the whole SA 
Parliament, the AG and all those officials in our country who are seconded by SA. 
In general the people of this country realise their responsibility. It would 
however be a crying shame if, as a result of wrong actions, or lack of action on 
the part of the inhabitants or those who are regarded as part of South African 
governmental machinery, this country be lost to democracy. SA is a sovereign 
country and if the worst had to happen, the Republic can still fight back, but we 
cannot be expected *~ fight the world,” he said. {[Text) (Windhoek THE WINDHOEK

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MUDGE ON INDEPENDENCE--Windhoek=--The Chairman of the Ministers’ Council, Mr Dirk 
Mudge, says SWA is finding itself at the moment in the most advantageous position 
since the negotiations over the Territory's most independence began seven years ago. 
"SWA has never been so close to 4 settlement as now" the SWABC quoted Mr Mudge as 
having said at 4 meeting in Keetmanshoop. “The most powerful country in the world 
appreciates the problems of SWA" Mr Mudge is reported to have said. Never before 
in the negotiations had a Western country shown 80 much sincerity towards “Ws as 
the Reagan Administration did at the moment.

SECOND=TILER MONEY APPORTIONMENTS=-One of the trickiest dilemmas that will be faced 
in SWA is the apportionment of money to second-tier authorities. So believes DTA 
Deputy President Dr Ben Africa. The matter is currently being investigated by the 
Van Eeden Commission appointed by former AG, Dr Gerrit Viljoen, in January last 
year. Addressing the National Assembly this week, Dr Africa said the matter was a 
highly sensitive one because, firstly, it involved the general differences among 
the various population groups, and, secondly, because it involved the differential 
in incomes between Blacks and Whites. In formulating a basis for apportionment, 
suggested Dr Africa, the goals should be minimum standards for essential services 
right across the board, and people should be placed in a position to improve their 
lot. Emphasis on the latter aspect should be on features such as productivity, 
training and health. What this meant in effect, he said, was that instead of the 
Central Government for example subsidising the Owambo Government by say R90 per 
child per year and tne White Administration Rl 175 per child per annum, the Central 
Government should subsidise all second-tier authorities equally on a per capita 
basis by that amount that will allow for a certain minimum standard right across 
the board. The same formula should be applied to health services. [Text] (Wind-

POLICE TERRORISM--Windhoek--SWA was being terrorised by Swapo as well as certain 
Policemen, Dr 8B Africa, a member of the Territory's Ministers’ Council said on 
Friday. He was responding to allegations by the Rehoboth Baster Kaptein, Mr Hans 
Diergaardt, in the third reading on the Budget, that Dr Africa had threatened a 
Policeman with a firearm. Dr Africa said the incident referred to had taken place 
in Rehoboth when he was called to the Police station after a Policeman on duty had 
fired on men in the charge office. Dr Africa, who is a medical practitioner, said 
he had gone to the scene but when he arrived the Policeman was pointing a firearm 
at his wife. Dr Africa said he had armed himself before he left home because “we 
know what the Rehoboth Police are like”. When he saw the Policeman threatening 
his wife, Dr Africa said he drew his own firearm, and told the Constable to drop 
his weapon. Dr Africa said he had requested the Commissioner of Police in SWA, 
General Dolf Gouws, to transfer the Rehoboth Policeman. We do not live under the 
terrorism of Swapo only, but also certain Policemen,” Dr Africa added.

They are expected to name the home agent through whom the rice was bought from a 
breker in the South American tiny Republic of Panama. 


The House has questioned two civil servants--the permanent secretary, Ministry of 
Finance, Mr. G.A.O. Oyinloloa, Mr. S. A. Sanni (Parastatals) and the IICC acting 
general manager, Chief J. A. Lanihun. 


Chief Lanihun told the legislators that, initially, the IICC was permitted to im- 
port the rice. 


"But before we could conclude arrangements with the firm of suppliers, the state's 
chief executive requested the chairman of the corporation for a meeting, where the 
issue was discussed and automatically the licence was taken over by the executive 
some time last April.” 


Asked to nu ».e who imported the rice, Chief Lanihun said the IICC did not import 
“any rice” and did not know the importer.

LUBRICANTS PLANT TO BE PRODUCTIVE BY SEPTEMAER

(Text) The lubricants plant of the Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation-<part 


of the Kaduna Refinery Complex--ie to go into production in September, the corpor- 
ation has announced. 


The fuels section of the refinery went into production last year after the complex 
was commissioned in October, but the lubricants section has since been unused be- 
cause local crudes were unsuitable for lubricants production, and arrangements to 
import heavier crude had not been completed. 


The NNPC said that it is making efforte to deliver heavy crude oil imported from 
Venezuela to the refinery by pipeline, starting in July. 


The programme for deliveries to the refinery appear quite cumbersome and awkward. 
The Venezuelan tankers bringing the o11 will first berth at Bonny and off-load 

cargo into a floating storage tanker. From there, small barges will be used to 
convey the crude to the Warri Refinery Jetty, from where it would [be) pumped to 
the Kaduna plant. 


This arrangement, according to the NNPC is temporary. The permanent arrangement 
however, would not be completed until April 1982. 


The firet phase of the arrangement, which involves the construction of delivery 
facilities from Warri terminal to Escravos terminal has reportedly been completed. 


The second phase involves the installation of a sealine under water, from on-shore 
storage tanks at Warri to an off-shore platform at Escravos. 


The contract for the project has been awarded to a French firm, ETPM, which is ex- 
pected to complete the job in April next year. 


The dredging aspects of the project, however will be carried out by the Nigerian 
Ports Authority, when the NNPC completes surveying and designing the new route for 


laying the pipes. 


The lubricants plant st Kaduna, will produce lubricating oils, such as engine oil, 
waxes, aaphalts, bitumen and sulphur. It is expected to employ 4 labour force of 
100 persons.

EXAMINATION OF CAUSES OF STUDENT RIOTS URGED

(Text) Secondary school student riots are presently on the increase. Bvery year 
students at the universities in Ife, Lagos and Thadan run amok, resulting even in 
lose of life. 


Today in Kaduna and Sokoto young secondary school students are aping the university 
students by rioting and vandalizing school equipment. This has led to school 
closures and student expulsions. That does not help improve things in the least. 


University students in Ife blame the police for the deaths of three fellow students 
when students and police clashed during a peaceful demonstration to mourn the death 
of a student last year. But a police report claims the students had no reason for 
behaving as they did at the time of the protest. 


GASKIYA TA FI KWABO calls on 41] parties involved to show forebearance and give 
unqualified support to judge Belgore's committee of inquiry set up by the federal 
government. 


Otherwise the process will drag on and never succeed in untangling the incident. 
The university students who claim they will not appear before the committee to 
testify must be made to see reason. if they expect to learn once and for all why 
their clasemates died they must give that committee all the help they can. 


Moreover it is imperative to investigate the causes of the secondary school student 
riots that have plagued Kaduna and Sokoto. We are of the opinion that closing the 
schools is no solution to the student disorders. A definite program must be 

drawn up for concluding the investigation into the root causes that induce students 
to demonstrate angrily instead of studying. 


Parents and teachers should cooperate to analyze the situation. Whatever the 
reasons for so much student unrest they must be brought to light, because today's 
student disorders will be nothing compared with the large-scale disorders of those 
who are poorly educated.

AWKA FAMINE SALD IMMINDDIT-<-Several communities in the Awka local government « ‘ea 
may be faced with famine thie year following total destruction of several hectares 
of their cultivated farmlands by cattle. he communities affected are Mgbakwu, 
Urum, Amanuke, Teuantocha and Ebenebe. An eye witness report said that more than 
},000 herds of cattie invaded and destroyed cassava, rice, yame and other economic 
crops which were planted on the farmlands. In a meeting they held with local 
government authorities at Awka, the traditional rulers of Mgbakwu, Urum and Ama~ 
nuke reported that more than 3,000 herds of cattle, their rearers and their fam- 
ilies have settled in various locations where they expected to get pastural lands 
for grazing and enough drinking water for the cattle. The spokesman of the tradi- 
tional rulers, Chief S. C. Bgwu of Mgbakwu regretted that the destruction of the 
crops by cattle has disrupted the people's Operation Feed the Nation efforts. 
Chief Egwu said that his people were law abiding citizens who did not want to use 
force to eject the cattle rearers as this method could lead to breakdown of law 
and order. He however, warned that his people would not continue to sit while the 
crops on which they depended for their livelihood were destroyed by cattle. ([Fran-

70k. A bottle of palm oil which sold at 40k before, is now 70k. Garri is now a 
luxury in Calabar, eight cups of garri cost @2 as against 12 cups for the same 
price. Five tiny fingers of plaintain now cost Wl while a cup of white beans

costs 40k as against 20k. Crayfish is the only commodity not affected by the price 
increase. A cup of crayfish costs 20k, both in the Watt and Etim Bdem markets. 
Five emall okro now cost 10k. While a tiny buneh of ‘afang' (okaei) costes from 60 
to 60, depending on the bargaining. My investigations took me to the yam section 
of the market.

AIR TRANSPORT POLICY ADOPTED

(Text) Seychelles has adopted for the first time its own Air Transport Policy 
which covers all aspects of civil aviation traffic to and from the country. 


Announcing the adoption of the policy, the Minister for Transport and Tourism, Mr. 
Matthew Servina, said yesterday it was the result of a study made in the civil 
aviation field by his Ministry and representatives from Aer Lingus--the national 
airline of the Irish republic. 


The Air Transport Policy first of all calls for close liaison between civil avia- 
tion and tourism development. It stresses the need for the conclusion of as many 
favourable bilateral air agreements as possible with other countries as well [as) 
for favourable commercial agreements with other foreign airlines. 


The Air Transport Policy lays down sound control measures to cover the basic com- 
mercial operating framework of airlines, including the granting of rights, capac- 
ity, tarriff controls and rules to regulate airline charter operations. 


The future role of the national airline, Air Seychelles, in the implementation of 
this Air Transport Policy and in particular in respect to the country's interna- 
tional air links, is also stressed in the policy as are the revision of existing 
civil aviation legislations and introduction of appropriate ones if the need 
arises.

(Text) Swagiland, because of her geographical and historical background will find 
it hard to vote in favour of the proposed economic sanctions against South Africa 
at the Organisation of African Unity summit meeting which opened in Nairobi today.

He said Swaziland has no illusions about the serious economic consequences on it 
that economic sanctions against South Africa would unleash.

Swaziland therefore he said supported the Western Saharan peopie's struggie for 
national independence. j)h'¢ Kingdom would hate to see this issue splitting the 
OAD he said. 


"I feel that perhaps 4 political committee w'th an appropriate mandate and support 
from 411 OAD member states could be able to work owt 4 suitable solution where 
Western Sahara can be ushered to independence without splitting the GAU", said the 
Prime Minister. 


Gn the Namibian independence iseve, he said Swaziland strongly supported ail peace- 
ful processes of bringing Namibie to early independence. 











"We are therefore disheartened by the fact that there has been already so much 
delay in granting the Namibian people their lawful right to national sovereignity”, 
he said, 


The Prime Minister confirmed that thie year's delegation to the OAU meeting had 

been trimmed in line with hie appeal last month, In future the Kingdom's attend= 
ance at conferences abroad must be weighed against the benefite that the country 
is likely to derive from such conference, in view of the present economic situation.

RF WINS EASILY IN MAJOE/MTOKO BY-ELECTION 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 2 Jul 61 pp 1, 6 


(Text) The Republican Front has comfortably won the Mazoe/Mtoko by-election, but 
the result, announced yesterday, showed a heavy swing away from the RF with the 
Democratic Party challenger, Mr Andre Holland, taking 37,8 percent of the vote. 


There was a low turnout of 31,5 percent in Tuesday's poll, but both candidates 
pointed out that the rolls were several years out of date and many people had left 
the area or the country. 


The RF candidate, Mr Geoff York, collected 784 votes and Mr Holland 476. There 
were 11 spoilt papers. 


Mr York said yesterday in Concession, where the ballots were counted, that the re- 
sult showed whites in the constituency were “quite satisfied with the leadership 
of Mr Ian Smith”. 


"It also vindicates the view of the Lancaster House negotiators when they felt a 
period was needed for European people to gain confidence, a period of seven years. 


"I think it would be unrealistic to expect a new and inexperienced Government to 
do in one year what the outside world thought would take seven years, to win the 
confidence of the European minority.” 


By Europeans, Mr York said, he meant white, Asian and Coloured Zimbabweans. 


“They expect the (RF) party to protect their rights in Parliament,” he added. 
“When the time comes for the 20 seats *o be removed, I think that in all possibil- 
ity...the present Government will find it worthwhile to investigate some form of 
representation.” 


Mr York thought his win would help Brigadier John Probert, the RF candidate for 
the Porrowdale by-election on July 14. 


Swing 
Asked how he saw ‘ne wing towards parties on the left of the RF, Mr York said: 
“It is very difficult cto compare the present electorate, which is much smaller 


than we think, with the electorate several years ago. 











"We are all moving with the times and the RF is moving left of centre as well.” 


In the 19’) general election the rightwing Rhodesi... \ction Party did better than 
the National Unifying Force, the more “left” party. The NUF polled a little more 
than 12 percent of the vote in Mtoko and did not bother with Mazoe. 


In 1979 Mr Rollo Hayman, a former RF Cabinet Minister, won less than a quarter of 
the vote in a very small turnout after resigning from the RF. 


The defeated DP candidate, Mr Holland, who precipitated the by-election when he 
resigned from the RF and Parliament, was also “very chuffed" with the result. 


“Considering the constituency is rightwing, I think we have done very well indeed 
and better than I thought we would. With a lot of hard work and if the tren con- 
tinues Mr Chris Mercer will win Borrowdale. 


"Race relations in Zimbabwe have been badly damaged yet again by the RF. I regard 
Mr Ian Smith's divisive policies, which he and Mr Esmond Micklem (the chairman of 
the RF farming caucus) have successfully sold to the white farmers as highly ir- 
responsible and damaging in the extreme to our country. 


"Mr Mugabe has brought peace and good prices to the white farmers. Instead of be- 
ing grate‘ul the white farmers have accepted and followed the arrogant divisive 
leaa of Mr Smith and Mr Micklem. 


"The farmers were conned that Mr Smith could stop a one-party State: he couldn't 
even stop a butterfly. They used their usual fear tactics saying if Mr Mugabe got 
his one-party State the whites had had it.

CRITIC TS OF RIDDELL BEPORT=--A leading trade unionist yesterday welcomed the Rid- 
dell Commission's report--but criticised certain recommendations in it. In an 
interview, the president of the 16 000 Associated Mineworkers Union of Zimbabwe, 
Mr Jeffrey Mutandare, said his organisation generally welcomed the Commission's 
report released last week, but “we are critical of certain of ite recommenda- 
tions--especially on wages and incomes. “We are very disappointed with Riddeli's 
redommendation on wages. It did not take into consideration the rising cost of 
living, which is going up by at least 10 percent eac year.” He also objected to 
the commission's theory on the question of wages and incomes, which he said “re- 
quired fairer consideration”. Mr Mutandare said as far as the recommendation 
stood, it would be the employers who would benefit and not workers. “We expected 
the comission to be positive on this issue. Our people are going to cry if the 
Government accepts Riddell's recommendation on wages.” The trade union movement 
expected t > commission to demand radical changes in the wages of low-paid workers 
by recommen ing @ certain percentage above the Poverty Datum Line and not “below 
as is the case in the report".
